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Theatre: council question 
whether to give more cash 


TOWN councillors have questioned 
whether the Marine Theatre in Lyme 
Regis should be given “another 
chance”, after they claimed that a con¬ 
dition of the venue’s grant agreement 
had been broken. 

In February 2016, the town council agreed to 
grant LymeArts Community Trust (LACT), 
which owns the theatre, £30,000 a year for four 
years - a total of £120,000. 

A year later, the council agreed to bring for- 
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ward £15,000 from the 2019-20 grant allocation 
to help the theatre through a difficult financial 
period, on the condition that it raised £15,000 it¬ 
self by October 1st 2017; put £1,500 from future 
town council grants into a reserve for capital 
projects; and provided the council with 
monthly copies of its management accounts. 

In a report to last week’s Tourism, Commu¬ 
nity & Publicity Committee meeting, town 
clerk John Wright commented: “LACT now has 
in place a comprehensive set of accounts which 
provide a good understanding of its business. 
Reported performance April to June 2017 was 
under budget, but its July 2017 performance 
was £11,035 above budget. Consequently, the 
year-to-date surplus at July 31st 2017 was 
£3,960. 

“However, in considering LACT’s profit and 
loss account, members’ attention is drawn to 
the application of the £15,000 brought forward 
from LACT’s 2019-20 grant allocation. From 
May 2017 onwards, LACT’s profit and loss ac¬ 
count is supported by this allocation by £1,364 
per month. The removal of this subsidy from 
LACT’s profit and loss account would create a 
deficit.” 

Speaking at the meeting, the Mayor of Lyme 
Regis, Councillor Michaela Ellis, asked for clar¬ 
ification on whether the theatre had raised the 




£15,000 as requested. 

“If they haven’t they’re in breach of the con¬ 
ditions of their grant agreement,” she com¬ 
mented. 

The town clerk did not attend the meeting but 
deputy town clerk Mark Green said he was not 
aware that the theatre had raised the money. 

Councillor Ellis added: “It puts them in a 
worse deficit than what we’re thinking and it 
just concerns me.” 

Councillor Stan Williams also complained 
that members had not seen the theatre’s au¬ 
dited accounts. 

“It’s quite unbelievable that someone we’re 
paying vast sums of money to doesn’t produce 
the accounts, which is part of the deal,” he said. 
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Councillor Derek Hallett expressed concern

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New rules on dogs in public places 


MORE than 1,000 people have had 
their say about where and when 
dogs should be allowed in public 
places. 

West Dorset District Council has 
carefully considered the views of 
dog owners and the concerns of 
other residents who use public 
places such as parks and beaches. 

After considering 1,012 re¬ 
sponses the council has attempted 
to strike a balance and has also 
simplified a raft of regulations. 


The result is the new West Dorset 
Dog Related Public Spaces Protec¬ 
tion Order 2017, which will replace 
six existing orders. 

The new rules will came into ef¬ 
fect on Monday. Councillor Alan 
Thacker, Community Safety & Ac¬ 
cess Portfolio Holder for West 
Dorset District Council, said: “I 
would like to thank everyone who 
took the time and trouble to have 
their say to let the district council 
know how they thought public 


spaces should be managed. 

“We carefully looked at the re¬ 
sults, which were fairly evenly 
split between dog owners and non¬ 
dog owners. We have tried to 
strike a balance and have consid¬ 
ered the interests of all. We have 
taken a common sense approach 
which sees dogs largely welcomed 
in many areas but also prohibited 
from areas such as children’s play¬ 
grounds and some beaches in sum¬ 
mertime.”

First joint meeting for councils 
seeking to combine into two 
unitary authorities for Dorset 


LEADERS and councillors 
from six of the nine Dorset 
councils have met to begin 
cross-council discussions on 
the future of council services 
in Dorset. 

The Dorset Area Joint Com¬ 
mittee (DACJ) is made up of 
representatives from Dorset 
County Council, East Dorset 
District Council, North 
Dorset District Council, 
Purbeck District Council, 
West Dorset District Council 
and Weymouth and Portland 
Borough Council. 

Of the six councils that are 
represented on the commit¬ 
tee, two of them, East Dorset 
District Council and Purbeck 
District Council, decided ear¬ 
lier this year not to support 
the ‘Future Dorset’ proposal 
which seeks to reduce the 
nine current councils in 
Dorset to two unitary author¬ 
ities. 

While they maintain they 
are not supportive of ‘Future 
Dorset’, they have agreed that 
having a place on this joint 
committee enables them to 


fully participate in discus¬ 
sions about the future of pub¬ 
lic services in Dorset. 

While all of Dorset’s coun¬ 
cils await a decision from 
central Government on ‘Fu¬ 
ture Dorset’, this joint com¬ 
mittee will look to find 
solutions to the shared chal¬ 
lenge that all councils face: to 
continue to deliver valued 
public services against a 
background of declining re¬ 
sources. 

During the meeting on Cllr 
Rebecca Knox, Leader of 
Dorset County Council, was 
elected as chairman of the 
committee, with Cllr An¬ 
thony Alford, Leader of West 
Dorset District Council, 
elected as vice-chairman. 

After the meeting Cllr Knox 
said: “Throughout the meet¬ 
ing, I was pleased to see the 
spirit of joint working from 
everyone. During our discus¬ 
sions and workshops we have 
identified some unique and 
exciting opportunities which 
I look forward to exploring at 
future meetings. 


“This is an ambitious pro¬ 
gramme which will require 
much hard work and commit¬ 
ment from members but if we 
work together, there is the 
possibility that we could cre¬ 
ate some really positive 
changes which could benefit 
our residents, partners and 
businesses of Dorset.” 

Prior to this first formal 
meeting taking place, mem¬ 
bers of the committee met 
during the summer and 
agreed the areas of greatest 
importance that their collab¬ 
orative work will be focussed 
on. 

Among the agenda items the 
committee discussed were 
plans to develop collaborative 
working arrangements and 
the future work of the com¬ 
mittee.

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Would one-way system solve 
Lyme Regis’ traffic problems? 


TOWN councillors have debated the pros and 
cons of a possible one-way system in Lyme 
Regis. 

The idea has been discussed many times over 
the years as a potential solution to Lyme’s in¬ 
creasing traffic congestion problems, but not all 
councillors were convinced that a one-way sys¬ 
tem was the answer. 

The matter was raised at the recent Town 
Management & Highways Committee meeting 
by Councillor Richard Doney, who presented a 
report on a possible gyratory system for the 
Pound Street, Pound Road and Silver Street 
area, which would see vehicles travel one way 
down Silver Street from the Hill Road turning, 
and sections of Pound Road become one way. 

Commenting on the report, Councillor Owen 
Lovell said: “Whatever we do we have got to go 
to the public to establish whether they would 
support a traffic system for Lyme Regis what¬ 
ever form that might take. This might be part of 
it. 

“Whatever happens I don’t want to do this 
piecemeal because the problem is not Pound 
Street and Silver Street, they don’t cause us 
problems. It’s this bit here, it’s Bridge Street 
and Church Street that causes us perpetual 
problems and that’s the bit we need to solve.” 

But Councillor Jeff Scowen argued that a one¬ 
way system in Lyme Regis would not work. 

He commented: “There isn’t a solution be¬ 
cause all you do is move the problem elsewhere. 
I think we would have come up with one in all 
these decades if there was one. 

“I think we waste our time just talking and 
talking about a one way system, there isn’t one 
that’s going to work that won’t put traffic past 
people’s doors; we’ll move one problem we have 
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to somewhere else. 

“I think we should forget about the whole 
thing. We need to look at Lyme Regis, it’s a 
small town, it’s just the way it is; a one way sys¬ 
tem is not possible, let’s move on and do some¬ 
thing we can do something about.” 

Councillor Brian Larcombe added: “We have 
lived here a long time and people have been 
racking their brains on this for more than 50 
years but the physical nature of the roads, the 
narrowness and the buildings, means that we 
can’t do much other than recognise the biggest 
problem of all is size of vehicles. 

“If we could encourage decanting of people 
from coaches at the park and ride onto the local 
bus, rather than coaches coming into the 
square, that would help enormously.” 

Committee chairman Councillor John Broom 
said: “I think this is a start and our biggest 
problem now is to go out to the general public 
of Lyme Regis and ask them how they feel.” 


cern about consulting the public over a one-way 
system. 

“I’m all for involving the public, that’s been 
one of my mantras but on this issue it would be 
a nightmare because of personal interests,” he 
said. 

“It’s not something you can really have a pub¬ 
lic consultation on, I’m not being undemo¬ 
cratic, you just can’t because of the vested 
interests. 

“We can look at the traffic problem but we 
can’t do anything about the centre. Let’s look 
outside the centre and vehicles coming in, let’s 
not waste anymore time on a one-way system 
inside the town which can’t be done.” 

Councillors called for a meeting with high¬ 
ways officers from Dorset and Devon county 
councils and Highways England, and the town 
clerk suggested using the Lyme Voice consulta¬ 
tion group to gauge public opinion on traffic 
congestion issues.

atre could “do what they like with it”. 

He added: “This council will have no 
say on it, after putting in, what, 
£700,000 over God knows how many 
years? In five years’ time we lose con¬ 
trol completely, so every penny you 
plough into it now creates a million 
pound asset that will never come back 
to this council.” 

Clarifying Councillor Hallett’s com¬ 
ments, Mr Green said that the trustees 
owned the freehold of the theatre but 
there was a set date, before which if 
the theatre ceased to function or if the 
trustees wanted to dispose of it, they 
could only do so after first offering it 
back to the council. Beyond this date, 
the trustees would not have to offer it 
back to the council and could dispose 
of it however they saw fit. 

Referring to the question over the 
£15,000, committee chairman Council¬ 
lor Cheryl Reynolds commented: 
“What’s the point of saying it has to be 
equal by October and then allowing it 
not to be, again? What do the public 
think of that?” 

Councillor Jeff Scowen, who is the 
council’s representative on LACT, 
replied: “I think we waste a lot of time 
on this. There’s not really anything we 
can do until their money runs out. 
What’s the alternative, we go and run 
it ourselves? I think we should give 
them a chance.” 

Councillor Sean Larcombe asked: 
“How many chances do they get?” 

Councillor Scowen said the trustees 
were “confident” they wouldn’t have 
to ask the council for anymore money, 
but the council was already committed 
to paying the grants up until 2019-20. 

“We’re best to leave them now be¬ 
cause we committed the money and 
it’s a waste of time us talking about it 
anymore,” he said. 


“We have no effective control on it, 
we can just sit here and argue.” 

Councillor Ellis argued: “We do have 
control; we have control because they 
have an agreement with us and that’s 
what we need to keep in place. If people 
see that we are not sticking to what we 
said in their agreement, nobody else is 
going to do what they’re asked to do. 

“We have to be consistent with every¬ 
body that has a grant agreement with 
us. If they cannot stick to their grant 
agreement then we should not be giv¬ 
ing them anymore money. We need to 
find out from the town clerk definitely 
if they have this £15,000 or not and I 
would like to know that by full council. 

“We put stipulations on the football 
club that they had to raise a certain 
amount of money before they could get 
their grant, they’ve done that; we can’t 
not be doing the same for these peo¬ 
ple.” 

Councillor Scowen commented: 
“What’s the alternative? What do 
members suggest we do after we kick 
the trustees out, which are in my opin¬ 
ion the best chance Lyme has ever had 
for the theatre to work? What’s the al¬ 
ternative?” 

Councillor Ellis continued: “We have 
given them chance, after chance, after 
chance. We have asked for accounts, 
we have asked for things to be put in 
place. We need to know what’s going 
on and we need a solution to this.” 

Councillor Scowen: “I know the skill 
that is there and I know who they have 
taken on recently and I believe they 
can turn it around... None of you can 
offer me a solution except for Council¬ 
lor Hallett, who wants to pull 
it down and put up flats. 

“I think we leave them alone 
for six months or so because 
there’s nothing we can do 
apart from try to take it over 


and knock it down.” 

Councillor Hallett argued that his 
suggestion made at previous meetings 
was actually to build a new theatre 
with a cafe and bar downstairs and 
apartments above. 

Councillor Scowen replied: “You 
want to put up a new theatre. Who’s 
going to run it? We’ve got a theatre. 
You think by magically putting up a 
new theatre all our problems will be 
solved, they’re not, we still have a the¬ 
atre to run and who’s going to run it?” 

Councillor Hallett argued that his 
proposal would create a regular in¬ 
come from the bar and cafe and money 
from the sale of apartments would 
fund the project. 

Returning to the argument over the 
£15,000, Councillor Reynolds said: 
“They were supposed to have £15,000 
by October 1st, they haven’t, so if we 
said that’s our condition why aren’t we 
sticking to our condition when we are 
with other people? We cannot make ex¬ 
ceptions.” 

Councillor Williams added: “We 
break the rules on every occasion for 
the theatre. Everyone else has to do it 
properly.” 

Councillor Ellis commented: “We are 
a council and we are liable for the tax¬ 
payers’ money and that’s what I’m con¬ 
cerned about.” 

Councillor Scowen replied: “I just 
think we’re kicking them around all 
the time and not giving them a free 
reign.” 

It was agreed to seek clarification 
from the town clerk on whether the 
£15,000 had been raised and to ask for 
a copy of the theatre’s accounts.

Sightings of the jellyfish, which resemble Por¬ 
tuguese Man o War, have been reported in 
Lyme Regis, Charmouth, Seaton, 
Bournemouth, Swanage, Hove, Dawlish and 
Portsmouth. 

Aimee Rampton, duty controller for the UK 
Coastguard, said: “We are aware of these sight¬ 
ings after receiving multiple reports from mem¬ 
bers of the public. 

“Until an accurate identification is made, 
members of the public are advised to keep away 
from these jellyfish and report any sighting to 
the their local council. The coastguard has also 
advised the local councils of these recent sight¬ 
ings. 

“Stings from Portuguese Man o War can be 
very painful and potentially harmful to hu¬ 
mans and dogs alike.”

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Councillors stand their ground 
over seafront seating charges 


SEAFRONT traders in Lyme Regis 
have been told that if they refuse to 
pay charges for outside seating their 
tables and chairs will have to be re¬ 
moved. 

The decision came from Lyme 
Regis Town Council after several 
businesses on Marine Parade wrote 
a letter saying they would not be pay¬ 
ing future fees for seating outside 
their premises, as they felt the 
charges were not in keeping with 
those in other areas of West Dorset, 
and questioning the legality of the 
town council to make the charges. 

Charges for outside seating on Ma¬ 
rine Parade were first introduced in 
Lyme Regis following the introduc¬ 
tion of the Tripartite Agreement in 
2011, which outlines the ownership 
and responsibilities of the town, dis¬ 
trict and county councils with re¬ 
gards to the seafront. 

The charges were originally set by 
the town council as £120 per cover 
for establishments with tables and 
£10 per annum for establishments 
with just chairs and no tables, and 
this was increased in 2017 to £125 for 
those with tables. This was expected 
to bring in a total of £22,683 in the 
2017/18 financial year, but £13,340 
would come from those businesses 
which are now refusing to pay. 

Speaking at a recent Town Manage¬ 
ment & Highways Committee meet¬ 
ing, town clerk John Wright 
confirmed that the council was 
within its right to make charges for 
tables and chairs on the seafront 
under the Tripartite Agreement. 

Councillor Cheryl Reynolds ex¬ 
pressed concern that West Dorset 
District Council had recently in¬ 
creased its business rates to include 
outside areas, which may have put 
extra pressure on traders. 

Councillor Jeff Scowen said he

thought the upset among traders 
may have been caused by the “puni¬ 
tive” £5 increase in charges that the 
council had agreed on last year. 

“We don’t get on as a council that 
well with the traders and we’re 
viewed as being a little greedy,” he 
said. 

“I suggest we offer some sort of 
olive branch and freeze any charges 
for the seating for two or three years. 
That might go someway to allay 
things. We might also consider re¬ 
moving that £5 increase.” 

However, Councillor Stan 
Williams argued that there should be 
no tables and chairs along Marine 
Parade at all, saying it was supposed 
to be a walkway but it was now “a 
fight and a battle to get along there”. 

Councillor Brian Larcombe argued 
that the charges made by the council 
were “modest”. 

Councillors eventually agreed not 
to make any changes to the charges 
and warned traders that if they did 
not pay they would have to remove 
their tables and chairs. 

Speaking after the meeting, Larry 
Gibbons, owner of Largigi on Marine 
Parade, commented: “The town 
council’s refusal to be aligned with 
West Dorset charges and their ulti¬ 
matum of the removal of chairs is ev¬ 
idence of total un-support for 
business, employment and tourism. 

“My colleagues and I really feel 
that the town council needs a really 
big shake up to bring more en¬ 
trepreneurial men and women to 
work together collaboratively.” 

Other businesses who have said 
they will not be paying future 
charges are The Old Boathouse, The 
Alcove and Ocean View. 


Pavilion volunteers complain of 
poor management from council 


VOLUNTEERS from the Jubilee 
Pavilion in Lyme Regis have 
called for better management from 
the town council. 

The Jubilee Pavilion on Marine 
Parade has been staffed by volun¬ 
teers since it was first opened as 
an information point for visitors 
in 2011. 

However, an end of season report 
from volunteer co-ordinator Lorna 
Jenkin pointed out a continuing 
decline in the number of volun¬ 
teers, resulting in an increased 
number of unstaffed session. For 
the first year, this season saw al¬ 
most as many unstaffed sessions 
as staffed. 

Mrs Jenkin’s report raised a 
wide range of issues and concerns, 
many relating to the town coun¬ 
cil’s management of the facility 
and its relationship with volun¬ 
teers and the co-ordinator. 

In her report, Mrs Jenkin, who is 
now standing down as volunteer 
co-ordinator, wrote: “Generally, I 
have felt unsupported by the coun¬ 
cil as co-ordinator of volunteers. I 
am not the manager of the space 
and no one else seemed to be doing 
it. 

“Decisions were made by coun¬ 
cillors without any consultation or 
information being passed to me. I 
have no prior knowledge of the 
pavilion appearing on an agenda 
and have not been asked to partic¬ 
ipate in matters concerning the 
service.” 

In particular, Mrs Jenkin com¬ 
plained that volunteers were given 
one week’s notice that they would 
have to handle the council’s new 
beach wheelchairs from the pavil¬ 


ion, and said the logistics for the 
involvement of volunteers, most of 
whom were pensioners, were 
“never going to work”. 

She said that she had “lost more 
volunteers than I have been able to 
welcome” and losing regular and 
loyal volunteers was always “sad 
and a great loss to the pro¬ 
gramme”. 

Mrs Jenkin referred specifically 
to two volunteers who had stepped 
down - the first had put in a lot of 
work to ensure the touch-screen, 
computers and overhead projec¬ 
tors at the pavilion were working 
and had left saying he felt “under- 
appreciated”, and the second was 
described as being “furious” at the 
council’s decision to switch off the 
pavilion’s events screen without 
any consultation. 

Mrs Jenkin also listed other 
problems including cleanliness of 
the pavilion and the lack of dis¬ 
plays, which made the space feel 
“cold, empty and uninviting”. 

She commented: “Many of the 
problems outlined above could be 
sorted by a formalised manage- 
ment/co-ordination protocol and 
improved interaction with coun¬ 
cillors, and to keep and retain old 
and new volunteers, more commu¬ 
nication to them from yourselves 
please.” 

The report was presented to the 
Tourism, Community & Publicity 
Committee last week. Committee 
chairman Councillor Cheryl 
Reynolds thanked Mrs Jenkin and 
the volunteers for their work and 
said that the issues raised in the 
report would be considered at a fu¬ 
ture meeting. 


Nostalgic films to be

LOVERS of local history are in for a treat next 
month when a unique event comes to the Ma¬ 
rine Theatre in Lyme Regis. 

The show, entitled Those Were The Days', is 
a fascinating combination of archive film 
footage set to live music, with traditional songs 
and tunes from the West Dorset area. 

It is the result of a collaboration between the 
organisers of Lyme Folk Weekend, West Coun¬ 
try folk singer Amanda Boyd and the Windrose 
Rural Media Trust, which holds an amazing 
archive of local films featuring footage from 
Lyme Regis, West Bay, Bridport and the sur¬ 
rounding area. 

The films provide a wonderful glimpse into 
the past, and include interviews and clips of 
local trades, farming practices and some of the 
fascinating and engaging local characters from 
yesteryear, and will be accompanied by West 
Dorset folk music, sung and played by local 
musicians. 

Amanda said: "We are thrilled to let people 
see these amazing films and I was in Lyme 
Regis one evening when I chanced upon a 
group of local singers in the Pilot Boat Inn, and 
thought they would provide the perfect sound¬ 
track, as many of the films are silent."

Public consultation on 
path improvements 

DORSET Coast Forum are calling on local resi¬ 
dents and visitors to have their say on planned 
improvements to a footpath from Lyme Regis 
to Uplyme.

JOURNALIST Kate Adie, the renowned for¬ 
mer chief news correspondent for the BBC 
and presenter of 'Our Own Correspondent' 
on Radio 4, recently visited sixth form stu¬ 
dents at the Woodroffe School in Lyme 
Regis.

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Town bus proving popular 
after being saved by council

A REINSTATED Lyme 
Regis bus service has 
proved “vital” to its 
passengers during its 
first month of opera¬ 
tion. 

The 71 town bus was 
saved by Lyme Regis 
Town Council after the 
service was scrapped 
by Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil in July. 

The town council pro¬ 
vided a temporary ring 
and ride service for the 
summer, but regular 
passengers are now 
pleased to see the famil¬ 
iar full service back on 
the road. 

The council has 
agreed a three-year con¬ 
tract with Damory Go 
South Coast, operating 
Monday to Friday on 
the same route as the 
previous service 71. 

Doreen Pickford, 82, is one of the most familiar 
faces on the town bus and even considered moving 
out of Lyme Regis when the service was cancelled. 

She said: “I’m so pleased it’s back. It’s a real com¬ 
munity on the bus and we all missed each other 
during the month the bus wasn’t running. 

“I do all my own shopping and I couldn’t manage 
without the town bus.” 

Anne Thirlwell, 85, who uses the bus nearly 
every day, added: “This service is very important 
and very convenient. Life would be a lot harder for 
me without it.” 

The town bus also provides an essential link to 
the town’s two medical practices, something 
Adrian Robinson, 55, is particularly grateful for. 

He said: “It’s the only link we have so it’s crucial 
for us to get there, especially as it stops on the 
pavement outside, not on the opposite side of the 
road.” 


But it’s not just older people who benefit from 
the town bus. Emma Blackmore uses the bus reg¬ 
ularly with her son Harley, four, and daughter 
Eleanor, two. 

She said: “It’s a fantastic service for the elderly, 
disabled and young of this town.” 

Councillor Cheryl Reynolds, chairman of the 
council’s Tourism, Community and Publicity 
Committee, said: “The council is delighted it was 
able to save the town bus service for the benefit of 
the community. 

“Although it is not the town council’s responsi¬ 
bility to provide bus services, there was full sup¬ 
port from the whole council to commit funding for 
the next three years in recognition of how essen¬ 
tial this service is in the town. 

“It’s good to see the bus is being well used and to 
hear about how much the service is benefitting the 
passengers. It’s clear this was money well spent.” 


CONTINUING our regular series commemorat¬ 
ing the 100th anniversaries of the deaths of all 
men from Lyme Regis and the surrounding 
areas who died in the First World War, we re¬ 
member Alfred Cavill, Frederick Newman and 
Clifford Wheadon, with thanks to Vernon Rat- 
tenbury of the Royal British Legion for the re¬ 
search. 

ALFRED CAVILL 
Private, Dorsetshire Regiment 
Service No. 16870 

1st Battalion, Duke of Cornwall Light 
Infantry, Service No. 31665 
Born 1888 in Stogumber, Somerset, and died 

October 18th 1917 in Etaples, Pas de Calais, 
France 

A groom by trade, ‘Fred’ Cavill enlisted in the 
Dorsetshire Regiment at Lyme Regis. 

The 1st Battalion, Duke of Cornwall Light In¬ 
fantry landed at Le Havre in August 1914 but he 
did not join them until some time during 1916. 

The Duke of Cornwall Light Infantry were pre¬ 
sent at the Battle of the Somme and, on the night 
of July 22nd to 23rd 1916, took part in the attack on 
the village of Longueval. They also saw action at: 
Battle of Guillemont, September 3rd to 6th 1916; 
Battle of Flers-Courcelette, September 15th to 22nd 
1916; Battle of Morval, September 25th to 28th 1916; 
Battle of Vimy, April 9th to 14th 1917; Third Battle 
of the Scarpe, May 3rd to 4th 1917; Battle of Polygon 
Wood, September 26th to October 3rd 1917; Battle 
of Broodside, October 4th 1917; Battle of Poelcap- 
pelle, October 9th 1917. 

Alfred died of wounds. He was the son of Isaac 
and Elizabeth Cavill, of Capton, Williton, Somerset 
and a native of Stogumber, Somerset. He is buried 
in Etaples Military Cemetery, Pas de Calais, 
France, grave XXX. E. 5A and is commemorated on 
the Lyme Regis war memorials in the parish 
church and in the town, the war memorial in St 
Mary’s Church, Stogumber, and his name is also 
recorded on the Somerset County Roll of Honour. 

NB: His name is inscribed as Private, F. Cavell, 
Duke of Cornwall’s Light Infantry on the memorial 
in the parish church at Lyme Regis which is incor¬ 
rect, and as Frederick Cavell on the town’s memo¬ 
rial, also incorrect. From records, Alfred (Fred) 
Cavill enlisted in Lyme Regis. This is the only per¬ 
son to die in the Great War of this regiment with a 
similar name and with the connection to Lyme 
Regis.

FREDERICK NEWMAN 
Private, 14th Battalion, Gloucester 
Regiment, Service No. 241938 
Born December 16th 1888 in Downton, 

Wiltshire, and died October 22nd 1917 in 
Passchendaele, Belgium 
One of four brothers from Downton who served 
during the war, he had moved to Lyme Regis some 
years before the outbreak of hostilities. He enlisted 
in Lyme Regis and arrived in France in January 
1916. He fought at the Battle of Albert from July 1st 
to 13th 1916, and the German retreat to the Hinden- 
burg Line, March 14th to April 5th 1917. 

He was wounded in 1917 but after recuperation 
at home, returned to the front and was killed in ac¬ 
tion just before the Second Battle of Passchen¬ 
daele. 

The son of George and Ellen Newman of The 
Cross, Downton, Wiltshire, and husband of Edith 
Newman of 48 Church Street, Lyme Regis, he has 
no known grave and is commemorated on the 
Tyne Cot Memorial, Belgium, panel 72 to 75. He is 
also commemorated on the Lyme Regis war memo¬ 
rials, as well as on the Downton War Memorial, 
Wiltshire. 

CLIFFORD GEORGE WHEADON 

Private, 9th Battalion, King’s Royal Rifle 
Corps, Service No. 12678 

Born 1899 in Rocombe, Devon, and died 
October 25th 1917 in Passchendaele, Belgium 
Clifford was working as a shop assistant before en¬ 
listing on July 1st 1915. 

He was posted to France with the 6th Battalion, 
King’s Royal Rifle Corps in August 1917 and was 
then transferred to the 9th Battalion, King’s Royal 
Rifle Corps. 

Serving with them, he fought at The Battle of 
Langemark from August 16th to 18th 1917 and The 
First Battle of Passchendaele on October 12th 1917. 
Clifford Wheadon died during the Passchendaele 
campaign. 

The son of Matthew James and Alice Wheadon of 
Rocombe Farm, Rocombe, Devon, he is buried in 
Bedford House Cemetery, enclosure N0.4.IV.K.15, 
and is commemorated on the Uplyme war memo¬ 
rial.

A NEW video micro¬ 
scope at Lyme Regis 
Museum is allowing 
visitors to get up close 
to fossils found on 
local shores. 

Lyme Regis Town 
Council funded the 
technology for use in 
the museum’s learn¬ 
ing space and fossil 
gallery, which are 
part of the new Mary 
Anning Wing. 

The video micro¬ 
scope allows visitors 
to examine fossils 
they have found on 
the beach, as well as 
those in the museum’s 
collection, in great de¬ 
tail. 

The technology is 
also used to study 
other miniature forms 
of life, allowing a greater understanding of the 
structure of past life. 

The images from the microscope are then 
shown on a large screen for everyone to see. 

The microscope will also be used by local 
schoolchildren, as part of the museum’s free ed¬ 
ucation service for Lyme Regis schools. 

The Mayor of Lyme Regis, Councillor 
Michaela Ellis, recently tried out the micro¬ 
scope and presented a cheque for £2,500 to the 
museum’s director, David Tucker. 

Mr Tucker said: “The video microscope 
kindly funded by the town council has proved 
incredibly popular. 

“It allows people to get a really close look at 
fossils and gives our visitors the opportunity to 
operate the microscope themselves, enlarging 
and focussing in on the specimens. 

“As you might expect, the fossilised poo spec¬ 


imen has proved very popular. 

“Using the microscope, visitors are able to 
spot fish scales in the specimen, which lets you 
know what creature that deposited it ate 200 
million years ago.” 

Councillor Ellis added: “This is a really useful 
piece of equipment, which the town council 
was pleased to fund. 

“It will be of huge benefit to visitors and 
school groups, helping them to learn in greater 
detail about the fascinating world of fossils. 

“The Mary Anning Wing is a great addition 
to our local museum, and the new video micro¬ 
scope adds to the appeal of the new learning 
space and fossil gallery.”

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Gordon Ramsay joins 
Dorset cops on patrol

DORSET Police traffic officers are to 
feature in an ITV documentary focus¬ 
ing on the impact of the international 
cocaine industry and how law en¬ 
forcement is tackling the issue. 

The two-part programme due to air 
on Thursday, October 19th and Octo¬ 
ber 26th. 

According to ITV.com, 'Gordon 
Ramsay on Cocaine' shows Ramsay 
as viewers have never seen him be¬ 
fore, stripping away the veneer of co¬ 
caine's glamorous image to expose 
how, behind the powder many Brits 
consume as part of a night out, lies a 
trail of criminality, cruelty and death 
driving its global trade. 

Britain is the biggest consumer of 
cocaine in Europe and in Ramsay’s 
own business, the restaurant trade, it 
is rife. 

He has witnessed it wreck the ca¬ 
reers of colleagues and tragically he 
lost his close friend and chef protege 
to a cocaine overdose in 2003. 

Ramsay joined officers out on patrol 
for a special operation to tackle the 
issue of drug driving back in April, 
which resulted in the arrest of two 
drivers who tested positive at the 
roadside for having cocaine in their 
systems. 

Speaking during filming, Gordon 
Ramsay, said: "In just over three 
hours in Bournemouth on a random 
Thursday afternoon I'd witnessed two 
men nicked for drug driving and both 
of them on the school run. 

"I'm shocked and nervous, the fact 
that it's that prevalent, it is every¬ 
where, in broad daylight. I think it's 


the tip of the iceberg because it's 
clearly going on a lot more than we 
know." 

Police Constable David Cotterill, 
who Ramsay joined on patrol, said: 
"It is great that Gordon is raising the 
issue of drug driving to a national au¬ 
dience. We've been able to test 
drivers at the roadside for drugs 
since March 2015 and in the first six 
months of this year, 360 drug tests 
were completed in Dorset alone, with 
204 drivers being arrested after a pos¬ 


itive sample was given. " 

Driving under the influence of 
drugs can have devastating conse¬ 
quences and sadly, we've seen deaths 
on Dorset roads as a result of drivers 
having taken drugs.” 

Dorset Police is set to feature in the 
first part of the documentary which 
will air on Thursday, October 19th on 
ITV at 9pm. Members of the public

One of the UK's rarest plants set to make a return to Dorset

STARVED Wood-sedge may not be one of the 
most striking plants to look at, but it is famed 
for not only having been one of the UK's 
rarest plants, but also having made one of the 
most impressive comebacks. 

This shy plant of woodland glades was actu¬ 
ally feared extinct in the early 1980s, when 
the entire British population fell to just one 
plant. Another population reappeared in Sur¬ 
rey shortly after the great storm of 1986, and 
since then conservationists have worked tire¬ 
lessly to get the population back over 100 
plants. 

The final piece of this work is set to happen 
this October, when plants reared at Kew Gar¬ 
dens are to be re-introduced to their former 
site in Dorset. Starved Wood-sedge was last 


seen in Cranborne Chase in the 1920s, which 
only came to light when a specimen collected 
somewhere near Damerham was found in a 
university herbarium. 

This find became something of a holy grail 
to botanists who have combed the area over 
the last few decades looking for any live 
plants, but to no avail. 

Director at the Species Recovery Trust, Do¬ 
minic Price, said: "Despite our success with 
increasing the numbers of this plant in re¬ 
cent years it still remains at perilously low 
levels, and bringing it back to Dorset repre¬ 
sents a key step in saving the species in the 
long-term. It will still take a lot or work to en¬ 
sure this re-introduction works, but we are 
getting a lot better at looking after this 


species and are optimistic for success." 

Starved Wood-sedge is so named due to the 
few seeds it produces, although conversely 
these are actually the largest seed of any na¬ 
tive sedge. Its decline is tied in with the for¬ 
tune of our woodlands, which in the time of 
Thomas Hardy would have been hives of ac¬ 
tivity, with foresters, hurdle makers and var¬ 
ious woodlanders making a living from 
working these landscapes, which in turn 
would have ensured woodlands remained full 
of glades and open rides, full of woodland 
plants, butterflies and birds. Over the last 
century these groups of organisms have suf¬ 
fered catastrophic decline, as woodlands now 
tend to either be neglected, or commercially 
forested.

MANY years ago I wrote several letters and 
attended meetings in an effort to get the bus 
stop, outside the Co-operative in Broad Street, 
returned to its original place which was close to 
Sherborne Lane. 

I always felt and still do that a proper feasibil¬ 
ity study was never carried out before the deci¬ 
sion was made to move the bus stop and that the 
needs of a few were put before the safety of 
many, both locals and visitors alike. 

Immediately the bus stop was re-sited, the 
traffic problems in Broad Street escalated.

Another project has been proposed and agreed 
to put a pedestrian crossing in Broad Street. It 
appears, once again, that the decision was made 
without a full feasibility study being carried out 
and taking into account how it would effect all. 

It now seems that many of the councillors are 


reconsidering their original decision, which I 
feel is the correct thing to do (View From Lyme 
Regis, October 11th). 

Better to undermine their credibility, as 
stated by John Wright (although I don't think it 
would), than to go ahead because once the cross¬ 
ing is in place, I fear, we will be stuck with it. If 
this proposal goes ahead be prepared for the 
traffic problem in Broad Street to get even 
worse.

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Celebrating Nick Drake 

Two shows look at the life of the hugely influential folk enigma 


NICK DRAKE may have only recorded 31 songs during his 
short life but - following his suicide at the age of 26 - his re¬ 
known as one of the most cherished folk singers of the early 
seventies has become firmly cemented in the minds of sub¬ 


sequent generations. 

At the Marine Theatre in November, there are two special 
events that mark the musician’s short life; together they tell 
the tale of a musician’s journey from cult figure to folk idol.

THE MAENSION is an interna¬ 
tional band based out of Holly¬ 
wood, CA and Naples, Italy, and 
they’ll be playing a hard-rocking 
live show at The Crown Inn, Brid¬ 
port this weekend.

Stonic is based on the latest 
Rio supermini and is powered 
by high-efficiency, high-tech¬ 
nology petrol and diesel pow¬ 
ertrains from Rio and the cee'd 
family. It was designed in Eu¬ 


rope at the company's Frank¬ 
furt studios, with input from 
the main design centre at 
Namyang in Korea. Originally 
intended as a car solely for Eu¬ 
rope, it will now also be sold in 
Korea, such was the reception 
it got when shown there. 

In the UK there is a five-model 
line-up based on grade 2 and 
First Edition trim levels. All 
versions offer an extensive 
package of connectivity fea¬ 
tures, including links to An¬ 
droid Auto and Apple CarPlay 
via pre-downloaded smart¬ 
phone apps, while advanced 
electronic driver assistance sys¬ 
tems such as autonomous emer¬ 
gency braking, lane departure 
warning and automatic switch¬ 
ing between high and low head¬ 
light beams are available. 

T-GDi engine heads 
efficient powertrain line-up 

Three modern and efficient 
engines are available in 
Stonic, headed by Kia's little 
jewel, the 1.0-litre T-GDi (Tur¬ 


bocharged Gasoline Direct-in¬ 
jection) unit delivering 
118bhp. It lines up alongside a 
1.4-litre multi-point injection 
(MPi) naturally aspirated 
98bhp petrol engine and the 
108bhp 1.6-litre CRDi turbod¬ 
iesel from the cee'd range.
